ASSETS WILL BE 


SOLD ON JULY 22 


As one of the final steps in clos­ 
ing up the affairs of the former 
Littlestown 
Savings 
Institution 
which went into receivership on 
September 21, 1931, practically all 
of the remaining assets of the bank 
will be offered for sale at public 
auction on July 22. 
The present assets of the institu­ 
tion consist of the old bank build­ 
ing on West King street in Littles­ 
town—the lower floor of which has 
been used by tile trustees as their 
office—office furniture and equip­ 
ment and various notes, judgments 
and securities. 
The plan of reorganization and 
liquidation which is being followed 
w'as consented to by IOO per cent 
of the depositors of the old bank 
and also was approved by the court 
of common pleas of Adams county. 
The trustees took charge as of 
March 6. 1935, and at various times 
since that date have filed accounts 
with the county court of the pro­ 
gress they have been making. 
The depositors of the savings in­ 
stitution received immediately upon 
the opening of the new Littlestown 
State bank cash credits of 35 per 
cent of their deposits. During the 
receivership they have received 45 
per cent in cash. 
From 
liquidations 
the 
trustees 
have made three distributions of 
20 per cent each of the face value 
of the depositors’ participation cer­ 
tificates which had been issued by 
them. So that up to the present time 
the depositors have received 92 per 
cent of their original deposits. 
A further and final distribution is 
to be made as soon as possible after 
the sale and liquidation of the re­ 
maining assets. 
The present trustees are W. D. 
Sheely, chairm an; J. W. Berwager 
and John V. Ulrich.

FUEL TAX SHARE 


PAID TO COUNTY 


Warren R. Roberts, state auditor 
general, today approved the pay­ 
ment of $3,293,880.51, representing 
liquid , fuels tax moneys payable to 
sixty-four of the sixty-seven coun­ 
ties of the commonwealth for the 
six-month period ended May 31. 
The amount approved for payment 
to the commissioners of Adams 
county is $19,924.34, 
Under the liquid fuels tax act of 
1931, automobile users pay a state 
tax of four cents on each gallon of 
gasoline purchased. Of this tax the 
state returns one-half cent per gal­ 
lon to each county on June I and 
December I, of each year, at the 
ratio that the average return made 
during the three preceding years to 
each county bears to the average 
amount returned to all counties for 
the three preceding years. Two and 
one-half cents per gallon of the four 
cent tax is available for state road 
functions and one cent general state 
purposes. 
The moneys allocated to the coun­ 
ties can be used only for the pur­ 
pose of ‘’construction, reconstruc­ 
tion, maintenance and 
repair of 
roads, highways and bridges, includ­ 
ing the payment of property dam­ 
age. and for the payment of interest 
on bonds issued for highways and 
bridge purposes.”

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State Ready to Issue 
Tax Anticipation Notes 


Harrisburg, June 23 IAP) — The 
commonwealth is prepared to issue 
another $20,000,000 in tax anticipa­ 
tion notes if Governor Jam es signs 
an act of the legislature extending 
the motor licensing period in 1940 [ 
from January I to April I. 
The new notes would be issued 
early in the autum n, to finance re­ 
lief and other expenditures of state | 
government 
during 
normally-slow 
tax collection months. 
One tax note issue of $100,000,000 
was sold June I at the lowest inter­ 
est rate ever obtained by any state 
government for such short-term se­ 
curities. 
Issuance of another series 
of tax notes within a single fiscal 
year would set a precedent in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Fiscal authorities point out th a t if 
relief expenditures continue at the 
present rate — about $10,000,000 a 
m onth — the cash balance in the 
state Treasury is expected to slump 
to approximately $800,000 by Novem­ 
ber.
